SECTION  XI  - MEASURES  TAKEN  AGAINST  SHIPS  INFECTED  WITH  OR  SUSPECTED  OF  PLAGUE s- 


No  such  cases  were  discovered  during  the  year.  In  the  event  of  such 
an  occurrence,  the  following  measures  would  he  adopted. 

The  vessel  would  he  directed  to  designated  mooi'ing  station  for  special 
medical  examination  of  passengers  and  crew,  and  necessary  disinfection  of  persons, 
clothing,  bedding  and  accommodation,  etc.,  carried  out.  If  plague-infested  rats 
were  found  or  suspected,  the  vessel  would  he  boomed  off,  and  thoroughly  fumigated 
with  B.C.N.  During  discharge  of  cargo,  special  watch  would  he  kept  for  rats. 
Moorings  and  gangways  would  also  receivo  special  attention. 


SECTION  XII  - MEASURES  AGAINST  RODENTS  IN  SHIPS  FROM  FORHIC-N  PORTS 

(1)  Steps  taken  for  detection  of  rodents :- 

(a)  In  ships  in  the  Port:-  Routine  inspection  of  all  compartments,  including 

holds,  hunkers,  etc. 

(h)  On  quays,  wharves,  warehouses  and  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Port:- 

Regular  inspection  of  all  quays,  wharves,  warehouses, 
prompt  disposal  of  all  refuse,  elimination  of  rat 
harbourages. 

(2)  Arrangements  for  the  bacteriological  or  pathological  examination  of  rodents 
have  been  made  with  the  Pathological  Department,  Grimsby  General  Hospital. 

(3)  Arrangements  for  Ge-ratting  of  ships  are  made  as  and  when  necessary  with 
commercial  contractors,  viz.,  Associated  Fumigators,  112  Victoria  Dock  Road, 
London,  H.16.,  Deodor-X  Services,  Ellesmere  Port,  Cheshire.,  The  London 
Fumigation  Co.  Ltd.,  Ilarlowe  House,  Lloyds  Avenue,  London,  E.C.3.,  and 
Riverside  Fumigators,  Hull.  Methods  used  include  fumigation  with  H.C.N. 

Liquid  or  Zyklon  B.  , also  S.0.2. 

(4)  Progress  in  rat-proofing  of  ships  - instructions  and  guidance  to  Masters  or 
Officers  in  charge,  wiring  of  store-rooms,  gratings,  etc.,  sheet  metal  tinning 
of  bulkheads  beam  openings,  etc.  Collaboration  with  Dock  Authorities.
